New York, Ju ly 28.—Plans for en­ 
larging the facilities of Governors Island 
in New York harbor aud making it one 
of tile best equipped m ilitary establish­ 
m ents in tho world, as well as a center 
of the transport service in this oouutry 
are now under way. 
The work is under 
the direction of a board comprising 
Major General John R. Brooke, com­ 
m anding the departm ent of the east, 
Colonel Gillespie of the engineer depart­ 
ment, aud Colonel Amos S. Kimball, 
assistant quarterm aster general. 
These 
officers were selected by Secretary of 
W ar Rixit some time ago, to survey the 
field aud present their recommendations 
to the w ar departm ent. 
The first m eet­ 
ing was held in General Brooke’s office 
a day or two ago, aud another will be 
held the early part of next week. 
One of the great problems taken np was 
th at of removing the transport service 
depot from South Brooklyn to the island 
aud making it the central depot iii the 
country w ith vastly increased room aud 
facilities aud more convenient of access. 
One great difficulty confronts the board 
in the proposed change—that of securing 
a sufficient dockage depth around the is­ 
land to adm it the draught of the big 
arm y transports. 
Some of these tran s­ 
ports draw 2(5 feet of water aud thus con­ 
siderable dredging will be necessary. 
Here lies the problem, for it is believed 
th at the island is bedrock and to remove 
it would be a task of enormous propor­ 
tions. 
As a preliminary to any further 
progress iii this direction, the board sent 
out a sounding party aud until the re­ 
sult is learned nothing more will be 
done in this direction. 
Among other improvements in view 
is the erection of un immense supply de­ 
pot, a central agency for the arm y posts 
and camps in all parts of the world. The 
scheme is merely teutativo now aud has 
not reached the stage where plans can 
be drawn to embody the board’s ideas. 
Should the board decide to erect other 
buildings, there will be no luck of room. 
The board is also considering either 
the enlargem ent of the present barracks 
or tile erection of new quarters. 
The 
quarters will easily accomodate a battal­ 
ion of soldiers and it is thought advisa­ 
ble to increase those facilities. 
But 
w ith sufficient room for a battalion of 
men, the officers quarters are now iuad- 
iqnate. 
There are good reasons for be­ 
lieving that the board’s report will in ­ 
clude a recommendation for some addi­ 
tional houses and other necessary build­ 
ings.
